Oppoſite the South Front, was the Parterre, 
with the Statues of Apollo and the nine Mules, 
and two Orangeries ; which for ſake of the 
Proſpect are now removed. The

The Statue of his preſent Majeſty, 
erected on a Corinthian Pillar, with this In- 
ſeription: .

is a retired, dark Building, with this Inſcription:

Repairing to the ſame dark Cave are ſeen 
The Trojan Hero and the Tyrian Queen. 


Phe Rotunda 
is raiſed on Ionic Pillars on a gentle Riſe, within 
is the Statue of Venus de Medici, gilt, on a Pe- 
deſtal of blue Marble, The Building was de- 
ſign'd by Sir John Vanbrugb. 


The late Queen's Statue 


is erected on four Ionic Columns, in a green 
Amphitheatre laid out in the rural Way, on 
the Pedeſtal is this Inſcription: 


Honori, Laudi, Virtuti Divæ Carolinæ. 


To the Honour, Praiſe, and Virtue of the 
Divine Caroline. 


The Sleeping Parlour 
is placed in a cloſe Wood where ſix Walks meet. 
It is a ſquare n with this Inſcription:

From hence you come into the great Avenue, 
where, on the Right Hand, you have the Proſ- 
pect of the Entrance to the Gardens (mention'd 
before); and, on the Left, the Manſion-Houſe. 


The Witch-Houſe. 


Not far from hence is a Houſe that formerly 
belonged to the Vicar; near it are placed, on Pe- 


deſtals, Apollo and the Nine Muſes round the 
Spring of Helicon, 


The Temple of modern Virtue, 
in Ruins. 
Oppoſite to it is 

The Temple of antient Virtue, 


in a very flouriſhing Condition; the Building is a 
Rotunda of the Tonic Order by Mr. Kent; on 


the Outſide over each Door is this Motto: 


Priſcae Virtuti. 
To antient Virtue. 


And in four Niches within, ſtanding at full 
Length, are the following Statues, viz.

It 1s a ſquare Building with four Lattices, 
and cover'd with Sail-cloth to preſerve the Paint- 
ings; in it is the Image of a Chineſe Lady aſleep, 
The Outſide of the Houſe is painted in the Taſte 
of that Nation by Mr, Sieter; the Inſide is 
India-japann'd Work. 


The Shell-Bridge, 


which brings you into the Elyſian Fields, where
